vcsaid. K 

Concerning the Presi- 
dent’s refusal to release the 
tapes, Mrs. Eisenhower said, 
“It’s well to remember that 
the members of the Senate 
and House would not want 
to share personal documents 
with my father. Nothing 
could be more personal than 
a tape.” ^ 

At the White House today 
Deputy Press Secretary Ger- 
ald L. Warren was asked 
about her statement. 

The President’s daughter 
has “a very good pipeline,” 
Warren responded. “I would 
not say anything which 
might be construed as dis- 
puting what Julie says.”
